TT  IS  PART  of  a  widespread  attempt  to  give  to  the  country  as  good  a 
library  service  as  the  city,  at  an  even  lower  cost. 

pREAT  BRITAIN  has  tried  a  regional  plan  to  bring  about  this  result, 

with  gfreat  success.    A  number  of  communities  in  an  area  pool  their 

reading  wants  and  resources,  and  build  up  a  kind  of  cooperative  service. 

fpHE  LIBRARY  COMMISSION  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  wanted  to 
see  if  this  plan  would  give  the  same  satisfaction  here,  but  hesitated 
to  spend  the  money  necessary  to  find  out. 

'pHE   CARNEGIE   CORPORATION   generously   agreed   to   finance   an 
experiment  along  these  lines,  for  a  five-year  period. 

rpHE    FRASER    VALLEY    was    chosen    as    the    laboratory    for    the 
Province. 

T^HE  LIBRARY  SYSTEM  being  organized  there  now,  is  a  demonstra- 
tion to  show  what  can  be  done — like  an  experimenttal  farm.     When 
the  trial  period  is  over,  the  people  of  the  Valley  will  have  to  decide  for 
themselves  whether  they  want  to  carry  on  or  not. 

TN  THE  MEANTIME,  it  has  grown  to  be  a  very  popular  institution. 
The  first  branch  was  opened  and  the  first  book  circulated  at  Chilli- 
wack  on  August  6th,  1930.     Between  that  time  and  the  end  of  April, 
1931,  this  is  its  record: 

It  has  in  operation,  seven  flourishing  branches,  at  Chilliwack, 
Mission,  Abbotsford,  Haney,  Langley,  Cloverdale  and  Ladner 
respectively,  and  two  sub-branches,  at  Hope  and  White  Rock. 

There  are  deposit  stations  at  Fort  Langley,  Aldergrove,  Hazel- 
mere,  Douglas  and  Otter,  and  at  Alexander  Robinson  and 
Webster's  Corners  schools. 

Besides  all  of  these,  the  library  van  makes  fortnightly  visits  at 
thirty  points  of  cEill. 

There  are  14,456  volumes  belonging  to  the  system  as  a  whole. 
9,925  people,  70%  of  them  adults,  have  signed  as  registered 
borrowers;  141,400  volumes  have  been  circulated  for  home 
use. 

PETITIONS   have   been   received  from  more   than   a  dozen  additional 
roinmunities.  and  most  of  these  will  probably  be  added  to  the  system 
during  the  summer. 

JNDICATIONS  point   to   a  heavy  use  of  books  for  next  winter,   by 
individuals,  and  by  special  study  groups.

Reading  is  a  good  deal  like  travelling.  You  can  use  a  car  in  a 
strictly  business  way  to  help  you  do  a  bigger  and  better  day's  work. 
You  can  tbink  of  it  as  a  distraction,  as  a  means  of  escape  from  the 
steady  grind  of  the  daily  round.  And  once  in  awhile,  you  can  fare 
forth  like  Columbus  in  his  Semta  Maria,  to  seek  new  experiences 
which  will  push  out  the  boimdaries  of  your  little  world  and  make 
living  a  more  spacious  thing  for  all  time  to  come. 

There  are  books,  too,  which  are  tools,  pure  and  simple.  Imple- 
ments of  service  in  the  making  of  an  engineer,  or  a  farmer,  a 
plumber,  a  school  teacher  or  a  radio  announcer.  And  there  are 
others — hundreds  of  them,  which  beckon  you  away  from  the  eternal 
job  to  a  gilded  world  of  noble  heroes  and  beauteous  heroines  where 
everything  is  lovely,  and  everyone  except  the  villian  lives  happily 
ever  after. 

Both  have  their  Joys  and  their  uses.  But  neither  yields  the 
solid  and  lasting  satisfaction  which  comes  to  one  who  sets  out  on  a 
well  planned  tour  through  some  subject  of  proven  interest,  or  who 
embarks  on  a  voyage  of  discovery  to  unknown  regions.  He  may  be 
tied  by  the  leg  to  his  chicken  coops  really.  But  he  has  the  universe 
at  his  beck  and  call,  and  can  come  back  from  several  such  cruisings 
a  seasoned  traveller  and  a  cosmopolitan. 

Art,  Drama,  Music,  Philosophy,  Literature  and  Science,  like 
great  continents  lie  waiting  to  be  explored.  And  for  the  asking,  he 
may  have  a  month  or  two  in  sunny  Spain,  or  with  the  Roman  eagles, 
or  digging  up  the  past  of  our  remote  ancestors;  he  may  plunge 
headlong  into  the  intricacies  of  Modern  Imperialism,  The  Five- Year 
Plan  or  Consumers'  Co-operation;  or  he  may  penetrate  the  hinter- 
land of  such  familiar  fields  as  Stock  Judging,  Domestic  Art,  Home 
Building,  Travel  in  England,  or  Rock  Gardens.
